4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1, 3-16, 25- 
28, and 49-52 are free of the prior art, given the failure of the prior art to teach or reasonably 
suggest a method of producing a plant cell or plant that is resistant to gall disease, the method 
comprising transforming a plant cell with a nucleic acid molecule comprising the sequence set 
forth in residues 1 through 1801 of SEQ ID NO:10 or the sequence set forth in SEQ ID NO: 10, 
but wherein the nucleic acid molecule comprises a stop sequence at the third codon and a 
deletion of the two bases following the third codon; or a nucleic acid molecule comprising the 
sequence set forth in residues 1 through 1801 of SEQ ID NO: 10, but wherein the nucleic acid 
molecule comprises a stop sequence at the third codon and a deletion of the two bases following 
the third codon.
